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The School Population and 
Its Book Bill

HIRTY MILLION, over 25 per cent of our entire population, are going to 

school or are teaching school in the year 1926 according to the best information 

obtainable based upon the latest statistics. Included in this estimate are pupils 
in public, private and parochial elementary and high schools, students in teachers’ 
colleges, normal schools, colleges, universities and professional schools, also teachers 
and professors in charge of instruction in these schools and colleges. 

The total enrollment of pupils and students, according to statistics of the United 
States Bureau of Education, for the school year 1921-1922 was 25,670,799; for the 
school year 1923-1924, 27,015,303, an increase in two years of 1,344,504 or 5.23 per 
cent. The total number of teachers for the school year 1921-1922 was 847,622; for 
the school year 1923-1924, 896,307, an increase in two years of 59,185 or 6 per cent. 
l'stimates based upon these percentages of increase and other factors, for the school 
year 1925-1926, which has just closed, set the present school and college enrollment 
at approximately 29,500,000 and the total of the teaching staff at approximately 
950,000. 

ENROLLMENT OF PUPILS AND STUDENTS 


The tabulation below shows the distribution of this tremendous school popula- 
tion by groups of schools, for the school years 1921-1922 and 1923-1924 (United 
States Bureau of Education Reports).

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About 83 per cent attend elementary schools, 14 per cent secondary schools, 3 per 
ent attend higher institutions of learning. Out of every thousand of the population, 
208 are attending elementary schools, 34 are high school or preparatory students, 8 
ire attending normal schools or colleges, while 8 more are giving them instruction. 

Heavy Increase in Attendance at Higher Institutions 

The striking fact shown by these tabulations is the marked increase of students 
ittending high schools and college. The United States Bureau of Education in its 
June, 1926, bulletin, in commenting upon the increase in attendance in higher institu- 
tions of learning, says: 


“Registration in 913 colleges, universities, and professional schools of the United 
States increased nearly six times as rapidly as population in the thirty-four years from 
i890 to 1924. From 121,942 in 1890 the number of students in these institutions 
mounted to 664,266 in 1924, a growth of 445 per cent, as shown by statistics com- 
piled by the Interior Department, Bureau of Education, published in Bulletin, 1925, 
No. 45. During the same period enrollment in secondary schools increased 951 per 
ent, about twelve times as rapidly as general population, which increased 78 per 
cent during this time. 

“Corresponding increase appears in teaching personnel. The number of pro- 
tessors and teachers in colleges, universities, and professional schools of the country, 
exclusive of instructors engaged in preparatory departments, jumped during this time 
from 10,762 to 51,907. 

‘The largest collegiate enrollment in any one state during the year 1923-1924 
was in New York, where 60,623 men and 28,370 women, a student army of 88,993, 
were attending colleges, universities, and professional schools. Illinois stands next 
with a total of 60,462, then Pennsylvania, Ohio, Massachusetts, and California. Five 
other states had each a collegiate enrollment of 20,000 during the year, and ten other 
states and the District of Columbia had more than 10,000 students each.” 

Summer Schools 

Students to the number of 20,400 have just enrolled for the 1926 Summer 
Sessions of Columbia University, College of the City of New York and New York 
University. This is an increase of 20 per cent over the figures given for these institu- 
tions in the 1924 government report, which gave the total Summer School enrollment 
for the entire country as 189,943. Reports from other sections of the country indicate 
that the present Summer School enrollment is well over the 200,000 mark. ‘The 
increase in Summer School enrollment has been phenomenal. The increase in 1924 
over 1918 was 198 per cent for the men and 117 per cent for the women. 


Number of Schools and Buildings 


To house this immense educational army we have 913 colleges, universities and 
professional schools, 382 institutions engaged primarily in training teachers, 250,000 
elementary schools, 20,000 high schools, 3,500 private schools and 9,000 parochial 
schools. 

Volumes in Libraries 


In the libraries of the high schools, normal schools and colleges there are over 
50,000,000 bound volumes. 
Cost of Education 


The estimated total cost (including outlays) of education in the United States 
according to the Biennial Survey of Education 1920-1922 was approximately $2,000,- 
000,000 in 1922. In 1924 the public elementary and high school expenditure we 
$1,820,743,936. The cost of education in private and parochial schools, universities, 
normal schools and teachers’ colleges using the same method of figuring as employed 
by the Biennial Survey of Education in 1922 would bring the total for 1924 for all 
schools to approximately $2,300,000,000. At this rate of increase the cost of educa- 
tion in 1926 would approximate $2,500,000,000. 
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Expenditure for Educational Books 


No recent figures have been compiled by the Bureau of Education on the expendi 
ture for educational books. ‘The Bulletin for 1924 gives the total payment for tex: 
books in the public elementary and high schools of states reporting as $14,908,29s. 
This tabulation can be accepted as complete for those states only, which provide free 
textbooks to both public and high school pupils and are, therefore, in a position to 
make full and complete reports. 

A. C. Monahan in 1915 obtained for the United States Bureau of Education 
confidential figures from practically all the textbook publishers in the United States. 
giving their total sales of textbooks for the year 1913. The aggregate sales for al| 
schools and colleges was $17,274,030. The aggregate for public schools, elementar 
and high, amounted to $14,261,768.25. The total enrollment in 1913 for all schools 
and colleges was 20,792,879. The annual sales for each student enrolled in all schools 
and colleges was 83 cents; for each child enrolled in the public schools 78.3 cents, 
about 2 per cent of the total cost of maintenance, support and equipment. 

The expenditure per pupil for educational books has increased considerably since 
this report was compiled. The price of textbooks like that of all other commodities 
has increased since the per-war period but not in proportion to the increased costs of 
other school expenditures. Other factors are the increased enrollment in the highe: 
grades requiring more expensive books and the introduction of new subjects into the 
course of study. 


Expenditures for Textbooks in Various States 


In the State of Washington, figures recently compiled by the state superintendent 
for the five year period ending in 1924 showed an average of $1.21 per pupil paid 
for elementary school textbooks and $1.97 paid for high school textbooks, an average 
of $1.34 per pupil for both. ‘This is an increased expenditure of 71 per cent over 
Mr. Monahan’s per pupil average of 78 cents. 

In Connecticut the State Department reports that the average expenditure per 
pupil for elementary books in 1924 was $1.28 and for high schools $2.63. This works 
out on the basis of the enrollment to $1.44 per pupil for both types of books. 

Twelve states, having mandatory laws requiring the furnishing of free textbooks 
to elementary and high school pupils reported an expenditure to the Bureau of Educa- 
tion for the year 1924 which shows an average of $1.54 per pupil. The average 
for the different states is as follows: Delaware $1.76, Maine $1.87, Maryland $1.23, 
Massachusetts $1.37, Montana $1.80, Nebraska $1.69, Nevada $1.99, New Hamp- 
shire $1.61, New Jersey $1.56, Pennsylvania $1.55, South Dakota $1.35, Wyoming 
$2.33. The enrollment in these states aggregates 4,500,000, about one-sixth of the 
total public school enrollment. 

The 1913 per pupil expenditure is on record for some of these states. 

The expenditure for educational books in Massachusetts in 1913 was 79 cents 
per pupil enrolled against $1.37 in 1924, an increase of 73 per cent. In 1913 Maine 
paid 96 cents, Maryland 82 cents, Nebraska $1.00, New Hampshire 92 cents, New 
Jersey 81 cents and Pennsylvania 82 cents. These increases vary from 50 to 90 pe! 
cent. The Massachusetts figure is the most significant as its per pupil cost in 1913 
was practically the same as the government average for the entire country. 

While there is not sufficient data available on which to base an accurate conclu- 
sion, a conservative estimate would place the increased expenditures for textbooks at 
from 60 to 75 per cent per pupil over the expenditure in 1913. 


College Textbooks 


It is difficult to estimate the amount of money paid for educational books }) 
students in higher institutions of learning. Many of the college catalogs give #” 
estimate of the cost of books per year to the students. Reports from these catalogs 
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and estimates obtained from other sources on this expenditure from a number of repre- 
sentative colleges are as follows:

College students, however, buy second-hand books, use library copies, and natur- 
ally try to reduce their book bills to the lowest possible figure. “These estimates are 
unquestionably higher than the amounts the student actually spends. ‘They are more 
significant in showing the possibilities of the market for educational books in higher 
institutions. 


Estimate of Total Expenditure 


What is the total amount paid by all these schools, colleges and teachers pet 
vear for educational books? It can be determined only approximately. The total 
educational business accurately figured in 1913 showed a per student cost of 83 cents 
per book for all schools and colleges. With the present estimated enrollment of 
29,,500,000, the total educational business at 1913 prices would amount to 
$24,500,000 today. At an increase of 60 per cent to cover the increased costs of 
book equipment, the figure would reach $39,000,000. At a 75 per cent increase, it 
would amount to $43,000,000. This figure would not represent the actual amount 
paid by students as this would be exceeded by from 10 to 25 per cent in public schools 
where books are not furnished free to pupils, and in other schools and colleges where 
books are not furnished at cost. 


Using round figures and dividing our estimated 1926 enrollment into 28,000,000 
ementary and high school pupils, 1,000,000 teachers and 1,000,000 students in 
colleges, universities and normal schools, it we estimate the educational book expendi- 
ture at $1.35 per individual for elementary, and high school pupils (including 
teachers), and at $5.00 per individual (exclusive of second hand book purchases) for 
students in colleges and higher institutions of learning, we reach a total of $39,000,000, 
tor the first group, and of $5,000,000 for the second group, or a grand total of 
444,000,000. 


The total bill for school and college textbooks paid by our 30,000,000 school 
population evidently ranges between $40,000,000 to $50,000,000. [ven at $50,000,000 
this expenditure is a relatively small amount, hardly 2% of the total annual expendi- 
ture of our schools and colleges for all the items that enter into their support and 
maintenance. With the rapidly increasing enrollment, particularly in the higher 
institutions, with the enlarging curriculum and the longer school period, with the 
broader interest taken in education generally and the demand for the introduction of 
better books, this school population will inevitably require larger and larger appro- 
priations for books to meet its new and increasing educational needs. 
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HE purpose which seems to have 
guided writers of textbooks on arith- 
metic two generations ago was to 
make the subject hard and uninteresting.

particulars was the scheme a success. The 
fact that the problems themselves were 
usually good for nothing in actual life never 
seemed to disturb anyone, as will be seen 
from the following types taken from one 
of the most widely used textbooks of the 
period.

The memory of intellectual tortures of 
this kind still lingers in the minds of many 
people and is used by them as a standard 
by which to judge the arithmetic of today 
which has substantially forgotten their 
existence. 

Coming down another generation, the 
guiding principle seems to have been to 
make the problems a little more real but to 
select them from all sorts of fields, the 
more the better, with no regard to whether 
or not they were real to the pupil or to

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whether or not the statements were too ab- 
surd to be conceivable. The following is 
a type selected from a leading textbook of 
that period:.

The modern arithmetic seeks to apply 
as early as possible the simple operations 
to problems that shall be as real to the 
children as those of the stock market are 
to the investor. For example, let the 
reader compare with any problems of his 
primary school days a selection from a 
recent book for children in Grade III, ob- 
serving the natural use of the two simplest 
operations and the interesting opportunity 
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offered by Ex. 7 for the display of judg- 
ment. (See illustration, page 306.) 
The old idea of adding and subtracting 
fractions like */» and “/:, which no one 
ever used; or decimals like 4.0071 and 
2.56, which would never occur together in 
any practical example; or 2rd. 3yd. 2 ft. 
7in. and I mi. 71rd. Qin., represents an- 
other type of problem of the earlier books 
that has now been generally abandoned in 
progressive schools. Instead of these cases 
the modern book seeks to present not only 
actual problems of the present time but 
such as the pupil will wish to solve even 
if he is not under any compulsion to do 
so.

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dvertising is so general in our country 
‘hat our arithmetics properly include the 
subject in their offering. It is interesting, 
moreover, to see how skilfully they intro- 
duce it, connecting it first with the records 
of the pupils themselves, next with tem- 
perature charts, and finally with various 
other subjects within the intellectual hori- 
zon of the learners. The preceding example 
is typical of the work now being done. 
See illustration No. 3.) 

The chief purpose of arithmetic is, of 
course, computation. Pupils often make a 
poor showing in business because they can- 
not add, subtract, multiply, and divide 
accurately and with reasonable speed. 
Therefore much more attention is being 
civen to simple calculation than was for- 
merly the case. In addition to such work, 
however, arithmetics have a further duty— 
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to give problems that pupils actually need 
in daily life, to frame these in such a way 
as shall make them seem real and interest- 
ing to the successive school grades in which 
they will be studied, and to teach the 
pupils their duty to the government, to the 
community, and to the households of which 


they are members. A single illustration of 
the introduction to the subject of thrift 
will suffice to indicate the modern spirit 
shown in this work. (See illustration 
No. 4.) 

It is the spirit shown in problems and 
discussions of this kind that is making 
arithmetic much more full of interest and 
meaning in the schools of today than it 
has ever been before, taking it out of the 
field of drudgery and impracticality, and 
placing it well up among the subjects that 
pupils feel to be worth their earnest study. 





Formerly people hoarded their savings in hidden places 
about their homes. Now they usually invest money that is 
not needed for immediate use, so that it will not only be 
safer than when kept at home but will also bring in an income. 
Unfortunately, some fraudulent investments are offered to the 
public, while others are so risky as to be undesirable. There 
are, however, many types of investments that are perfectly 
safe. It is well to remember that, in general, if the rate of 
income offered by any form of investment is larger than the 
current rates on sound investments, there is usually a greater 
risk of losing the money put into it. 

We should learn how to distinguish between good invest- 
ments and bad investments, so that we may invest wisely 
whatever money we may be able to save. Hundreds of mil- 
lions of dollars are lost in this country every year through 
unscrupulous promoters of worthless stock, despite such laws 
as have been passed by many of our states to prevent the 


sale of fraudulent stocks. 


Buying stocks on a margin, which means that the purchaser 
pays only a small amount down and hopes that the stock will 
rise so that he can then sell it at a profit, is a very dangerous 
way to invest money. The stock may go down instead of up, 
and, if it goes down as many dollars as he paid, he will lose 
all that he put in. He also, of course, must pay the broker- 
age charges, whether he wins or loses, and so buying stocks in 
this way is a gamble. Never gamble in stocks; the chances 


are against you.

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The Humanizing of Latin 


By Benjamin L. D’Ooge

EIBNITZ, the great German philos- 
opher, said “Natura saltum non facit.” 
With equal truth he might have said 

“Doctrina saltum non facit,’ for there is 
an educational as well as a natural evolu- 
tion. Curricula, methods and text-books 
are neither the product of an inventive 
brain nor the creation of an hour, but the 
expression of what men believe to be the 
best educational ideals of their day and 
generation. 

During the Middle Ages when Latin 
was the only medium of communication 
for church and state, the language was 
not studied for its literary value but for 
its practical use, and all educational efforts 
were directed toward its mastery as a liv- 
ing speech. But with the Renaissance all 
this was changed. Modern languages and 
literatures began to develop and Latin be- 
came a dead language. Having been driven 
from its throne as the popular learned 
speech, it must needs resort to some other 
stronghold in order to maintain its place in 
education. ‘This necessity gave rise to the 
so-called doctrine of formal culture which 
held unquestioned sway until the recent 
past. According to this doctrine the chief 
argument for the study of Latin was its 
effect on the development of the mental 
faculties. Thus an ardent French believer 
in formal culture says “If on going out of 
the lycée the graduates should bathe in 
the Lethe, causing them to forget all that 
they know of Greek and Latin; should they 
be allowed to keep only the cerebral de- 
velopment gained and the tendencies ac- 
quired, their forgetting would in no way 
prove the  uselessness of the ancient 
classics.” 

When we of the older generation began 
the study of Latin the doctrine of formal 
culture had scarcely been shaken and our 
text-books reflected on every page the object

in view. Less than sixty years ago we had 
no beginner’s Latin books and the attack 
began on the grammar with special em- 
phasis on minor matters of detail. Excep- 
tions were the grand prizes and the more 
exceptions the better the rule. Practically, 
a whole year was spent on learning forms 
which were put to no practical use, for we 
did no reading. ‘To this day I can remem- 
ber isolated and unusual forms that I have 
never met in any author and lists of ex- 
ceptions that I have never had to use. The 
learning of forms was followed by the 
study of syntax with the same attention to 
the unimportant and unessential, accom- 
panied by the reading of classical selections 
much too difficult and altogether lacking 
in youthful appeal. When I think of those 
days I can appreciate the feeling that 
prompted Heine to say that if the Romans 
had been obliged to learn Latin, they 
would never have conquered the world, and 
can understand the jesting protest of Dr. 
Arnold that the subjunctive was made for 
man and not man for the subjunctive. 


Against such rigorous training with such 
barfen results, revolt was seen, a revolt 
which was hastened and stimulated by the 
newer and truer conception of the constitu- 
tion of the mind and mental processes. At 
present the doctrine of formal culture, if 
not dead, is at least decadent and in its 
place the doctrine of human interest 1s 
generally accepted as the foundation of 
modern pedagogy. This doctrine main- 
tains that the mind grows only on what 
it digests and that interest in a subject ts 
essential to rapid and successful progress. 


There is not a study in the curriculum 
that has not been affected by the change 
from the old doctrine to the new; and 
Latin especially, in its aim, its methods 
and its text-books has been remarkably vital- 
ized and humanized. ‘This becomes espe-

Practically 
all the forms and constructions of the 
language are included, the vocabulary is 
extensive, much longer than even the most 
ambitious pupil can master in a year, there 
are no illustrations and no connected Latin 
except for a few pages at the end of the 
book which are of little value because no 
class is likely to reach that point in the 
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forms; the limitation of syntax; the choice 
and extent of vocabulary; the character, 
content, and position of the reading matter - 
the use and kind of illustrations; the in- 
troduction of work in word derivation; the 
organization and presentation of material: 
and the typography and make up of the 
pages. I will discuss briefly each of these 
points.

allotted time and because the Latin is too 
dificult. Despite its faults, however, this 
book met with great success and marks an 
epoch in the making of Latin text-books in 
this country. In 1886 Collar and Daniel’s 
“Beginner’s Latin Book” appeared. These 
authors had the courage to divorce their 
work entirely from the Latin grammar in- 
cluding in the lessons all needed material 
in forms and syntax. This was a momen- 
tous step and marks another notable ad- 
vance in beginners’ books. There was still 
present, however, a great excess of forms, 
syntax, and vocabulary, a lack of illustra- 
tions and a deficiency of easy and interest- 
ing reading material especially in the 
earlier stages of the work. From that day 
to the present notable progress has been 
made in humanizing Latin especially in the 
following directions: the restriction of 


Forms. Under the old régime forms 
were learned for mental discipline with 
special emphasis on the rare and irregular, 
now forms are learned to be used, and 
only those are included that are common 
and regular. Also such matter as the 
minor details of case, mood and tense for- 
mations, and the subtleties of phonetic 
changes, a welcome field to the old dis- 
ciplinarian and a source of misery to his 
pupils, are left severely alone. 

Syntax. The attempt to cover practi- 
cally the whole field of Latin syntax with a 
class of beginners can end only in disaster. 
This seems so obvious now that we wonder 
that the limitations of syntax to the com- 
man, the essential, and the regular came 
so late. Probably one reason was that no 
reliable data were available to determine 
what might safely be omitted. This was

-emedied in 1909 by the publication of 
“Scentax of High School Latin,” by Dr. 
Lee Byrne and fifty collaborators. This 
book has made it possible to relegate the 
different constructions to the several years 
of the secondary school course with con- 
siderable confidence. Instead of an un- 
successful attempt to master over a hun- 
dred constructions during the first year, 
the beginner is now asked to learn less than 
fifty. 

l’ocabulary. The early beginners’ books 
did not hesitate to demand the learning of 
, thousand or more words many of which 
were not common. Now the number has 
heen reduced to half that number. To 















Reading Matter. Probably in no other 
point has beginner’s Latin been more 
humanized than in the character, content, 
extent, and position of the reading matter. 
As mentioned above, the early beginners’ 
books contain no connected reading matter. 
There is a dreary succession of isolated 
sentences, meaningless, pointless and con- 
taining not a shred of human interest. Per- 
haps the book closes with a few pages of 
Caesar or some other classic author, ma- 
terial little calculated to inspire and inter- 
est young children and probably much too 
difficult for them to read. But the great 
Ritschl’s rule for mastering Latin is still 
the best: “Lesen, viel lesen, sehr viel lesen,

sehr viel viel lesen’; and holding that the 
primary, immediate objective of Latin study 
is not mental discipline, but learning how to 
read, we are now giving our students con- 
nected Latin narrative at the earliest pos- 
sible moment and, in the words of the 
“Report of the Classical Investigation” (p. 
127), we are making it “abundant, repiti- 
tious, simple and varied in form, attractive 
in its content, and carefully adapted to the 
capacity of young boys and girls.” Nor is 
the Latin dialog neglected nor the use of 
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oral Latin, nor the use of Latin plays. In 
all this we have quite “abandoned the fetish 
that the only good Latin is classic Latin 
and we do not hesitate to manufacture the 
material that we need. Here, however, we 
are only imitating the schoolmasters of 
England, Germany and France, who have 
preceded us in the practice by many years. 
The most suitable subjects for the reading 
matter have been found to be tamous 
myths, notable achievements of ancient 
characters, important events of antiquity, 
and scenes of Roman private life. With 
such material supplied in abundance the 
interest of students is never allowed to 
flag. 

Illustrations. In striking contrast with 
the past is the wealth of illustrative mate- 
rial with which our Latin books of today 
are filled. The primary purpose of these 
pictures is not to make the books beautiful, 
altho that in itself serves to make Latin 
more attractive; but is educational. In a 
properly illustrated beginner’s book there 
will be some pictures of Rome and the 
Romans to create the necessary Roman 
atmosphere. More numerous and more 
important will be the pictures that illus- 
trate the reading matter. How much more 
real and vivid becomes the story of the 
gallant Horatius defending the bridge and 
of Brutus, the stern consul, condemning 
his own sons to death, when accompanied 
by pictures illustrating the scenes. <A 
book* published a few weeks ago for 
Junior High Schools shows a still different 
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type of illustration. Children wrestling 
with the difficulties of a foreign languag: 
at that early age need all possible help. 
The pictures accompanying the stories and 
dialogs, of which those shown above ar 
examples, perform a real service in teach- 
ing vocabulary and in the interpretation o/ 
the text. 


Word Derivation. A stock argument fo: 
the value of the study of Latin is that it 
increases the knowledge of English, but 
only recently have the beginner’s books in 
cluded work on word derivation. To this 
some of the best add related English word: 
in the Latin vocabularies. 

Organization of Material.. Of vital im 
portance to the humanizing of Latin has 
been the better organization of material. 
Especially is this shown in the mor 
gradual approach to difficulties. I have 
before me two beginner’s books: one was 
published in 1893, the other in 1921. Th: 
former covers the following forms in the 
first eight lessons: the first declension, the 
second declension, adjectives of the first 
and second declensions, three tenses of 
verbs of the first conjugation, and half the 
third declension; the latter presents onl 
the first declension in the first eight les- 
sons, and does not introduce the third de- 
clension until the beginning of the second 
semester. What could afford a greater 
contrast !

The development of music from the 
early days to the present time is easily fol- 
‘owed and present day musical conditions 
ire just as easily explained. 

When the different nationalities came to 
America they brought the songs of the 

untries from which they came and sang 
them as part of their lives. All the nations 
trom which they came were singing nations, 
England, France, Germany, Spain, all had 
their national songs, their folk songs, their 
hymns and other religious songs, and there 
was a natural tendency for each nation- 
ality to sing the songs of the other nations 
as they mingled and merged. Here was 
the basis of music education which should 
have been utilized in making America the 
foremost musical nation of the world. Here 
was America’s musical opportunity, weav- 
ing the living folk songs and others of the 
best songs of the different nations into a 
new musical nationality. This would have 
been the fusing of the best of each into a 
unified whole. 

There were two movements, however, 
each wide spread and fundamental which 


n 


changed the natural course of musical 
development. First, the country ‘singing 


school; second, the introduction of music 
into our public schools. 

The singing -school used as its basis, 
songs and musical exercises written for the 
most part by American musicians of purely 
local prominence, overlooking the great 
wealth of the songs of the people which 
had been brought to America from many 
countries. It is true that these rich and 
beautiful songs were sung a great deal by 
their own nationalities and many of them 
came into general use, but they were not 
made the basis of the study and practice 
of the singing school which by this time 
had become a national institution. 

The singing school was a unique institu- 
tion. Jt had as its real object learning to 
sing, not studying music. It served a 
legitimate purpose: ‘Those attending the 
singing school learned to read music, or 
endeavored to do so after a fashion. Here 
was the first big opportunity to make 
music a real social factor, for the singing 
school, of those days, was largely a social 
function. As we look back we can see 
that if only the best songs had been sung 
the work of the singing hour would have 
been extended into the homes and there 
would have been the right influence of one 
upon the other, thus making a sound 
foundation for genuine musical develop- 
ment. 

Then came the introduction of music in- 
to the schools. The mistakes and short- 
comings of the singing school were carried 
over to the public schools. Instead of 
using more real songs, a greater develop- 
ment of technical work was established at 
the expense of real song singing. Instru- 
mental teachers, that is of piano, violin, or- 
gan, etc., were employed as music super- 
visors because vocal teachers were not gen- 
erally available. Also the teachers of 
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vocal music had not risen to the so-called 
dignity of the profession. In many cases 
it was the church organist or the local 
piano teacher who was engaged to carry on 
the work. In this way the teaching fell into 
mechanical methods of presentation and 
practice. Again the natural thing hap- 
pened, authors and publishers wrote exer- 
cises and songs to meet the technical de- 
mands of their methods. 

The basis thus worked out has in one 
way or another been employed in every 
series of musical textbooks that has been 
brought out since those days of early ex- 
periments. While some of the newer 
systems contain much good music the 
fundamental plan of presentation embodies 
much of the same mechanical and techni- 
cal attitude of the first efforts. While it 
is true the particular method of accomplish- 
ment in each case is different and is some- 
times so involved and complicated that it 
is dificult to recognize the original prin- 
ciples, the results in each case have been 
practically alike, formal and mechanical. 

It will be interesting to note that the 
first comprehensive and definite course of 
music books for schools did not use either 
folk songs or classical songs, but only 
songs that were written by the author. 
Furthermore, the practice of sight reading 
used by the experienced adult. member of 
the singing school was transferred to the 
children of the public school even tho it 
be little children of the primary grades 
who did not have a singing experience as 
a background. 

It is only recently, in fact within the 
last year, that an effort has been made 
to utilize the universal world songs ac- 
cording to the natural methods of musical 
development as a basis of the child’s 
musical experience in the schoolroom. This 
effort has embodied itself in a new series 
of music textbooks which have been adopted 
for use in the schools of Montclair, New 
Jersey (Foresman’s Books of Songs, Amer- 
ican Book Co.). 

A careful study of the old-fashioned 
singing school will convince anyone that 
the practice of sight reading as carried 
on there was the correct idea. While the 
people of those days are at the present 
time credited with being able to read 
music, their singing was almost entirely by 
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They learned 


imitation and memorizing. 
the notes and keys and all that, and could 
pick out a tune which by repetition and 
study they could learn to sing with good 


expression. Then when they sang in 
church or at some social gatherings the, 
could use the notes as an aid in recalling 
a partly familiar song or in facilitating the 
singing of a familiar song. Indeed this 
always has and always will be the onl 
true function of the notes on the printed 
page as a stimulus to imitation and 
memory, as a support to expressive singing, 
at least as far as the singing of the masses 
is concerned. 

This new series of music textbooks of 
which I have spoken has adopted this imi- 
tative-memory idea of sight reading as a 
basis of selecting and grading the songs. 
Instead of teaching little children as tho 
they were grown-ups, in a way that even 
grown-ups should not be taught, every song 
is so presented and so treated that its nota- 
tion can be used to further native expres- 
sion and correct musical rendition.  I[n- 
stead of teaching music as a science to be 
“mastered,” all musical notation, all tech- 
nical facts are used in such a way as most 
to assist the children in learning to sing 
songs and committing them to memory. 

A year’s experience with the new plan 
of music teaching has satisfied all who have 
observed the work and have been interested 
in its development, that true songs are the 
only correct basis of singing practice, and 
that the exercise of the expressive processes 
is the only essential in music education. 
Here is the original foundation for musical 
expression—utilizing nature’s processes for 
its development. 

By following this plan we find that the 
children gain facility in using the technical 
facts of music, the scale, intervals, time 
length values, etc., as a means of learning 
unfamiliar songs and as an aid in singing 
familiar songs or those which are part!) 
familiar while following the notation. 

In the first four grades the notes are 
used as a suggestive aid in all singing. 
Here imitation and memory are the real 
guide to singing. In the fifth and sixth 
grades technical facts are more literally 
applied and children are encouraged to read 
at sight. In the seventh and eighth grades 


the sight reading is still more definite. The

soint is, the boys and girls develop a real 
desire to study the technique of music if a 
-areful foundation of sense training has 
been laid in the earlier grades. 

It is certain that we are on the threshold 
‘ @ new era in music education and that 


the basis of the new era is the old and 
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tried and genuine in music material and in 
processes of development. 

Those who would teach vocal music 
successfully must be free to select the best 
songs and must present them in such a 
way as to develop musical expression to the 
highest point of perfection. 


Visualizing Foreign Countries for 
the American Child 


By Frances Carpenter

T is the experience of almost every 

traveler returning from his first trip 

abroad that no one wants him to talk 
of the wonders he has seen in foreign 
lands. He is usually bubbling over with 
his adventures and eager to share them. 
His hopes rise high when his friends greet 
him with “Hello! Mighty glad to see you 
back. ‘Tell us all about your trip!’”’; but 
they fall flat almost before the end of his 
first flowing sentence when he finds that 
the attention of his audience has already 
wandered and he is interrupted with a bit 
of commonplace neighborhood _ gossip. 
Somehow he never succeeds in bringing the 
conversation back to his journey, and it is 
only when he meets a fellow-traveler that 
he finds even a fairly sympathetic listener. 

This is but natural; vicarious travel is 
rarely successful in real life and almost 
never in books written for children. To 
make a foreign country live for the Ameri- 
can child, every effort must be put forth 
to hypnotize him into the belief that he 
himself is journeying thru the strange lands 
described and that the adventures set forth 
actually happen to him. 

The antiquated geographical description 
of France often included a sentence like 
this. “The French are a gay people, fond 
of dancing and light wines”; with this the 
child student was expected to set up his 
mind-pictures of our neighbors over the 
Atlantic. It was the distinction of my 
father, the late Frank G. Carpenter, thru 
his series of Geographical Readers, to be 


the first to supply flesh for the dry bones 
of the old geography skeleton. As an illus- 
tration of his method compared with the 
above—for the study of life in France, he 
picks up the American child and sets him 
down in the midst of an everyday French 
community; he sends him to school with 
the black-aproned Pierres and Maries; he 
introduces him to their games and at meal 
time he places him at the family table of 
a typical French home. He shows him the 
French fathers and mothers busy with their 
daily duties and labors, and he accompanies 
him about their mines and their farms, 
their factories and their industrial plants. 

This method first successfully employed 
in Carpenter’s Geographical Readers was 
further developed by Frank G. Carpenter 
in his “Around the World with the Chil- 
dren.” In such personally conducted visits 
to the far corners of the earth the Ameri- 
can child is shown that the needs and 
wants of the children of foreign lands are 
basically the same as his own; consequently 
it becomes of interest to him to learn how 
they are supplied. He laughs at the dif- 
ferences and strangenesses of their every- 
day life and he eagerly picks out the things 
he shares in common with them. The 
strange children thus take on definite per- 
sonalities, the American child finds that 
their lives touch his own in many ways, 
and the countries they live in become tan- 
gible and concrete. 

Many devices must be used in order to 
maintain the illusion that the child reader 
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is seeing the things described with his own 
eyes. A first-hand accurate knowledge of 
the methods of travel and of the ways and 
customs of the people in the foreign coun- 
tries is absolutely necessary for the writer 
of books that would visualize far coun- 


tries successfully. With that as a work- 
ing base, the subjects must be approached 
wholly from the standpoint of the child, 
and the specific 
phases of life that 
are of first interest 
to him must be kept 
to the fore. In the 
presentation of each 
country the foreign 
child should be the 
focal point; a full 
description of his 
looks, dress, and 
customs being given 
and a definite name 
being bestowed upon 
him in order to in- 
tensify his reality. 
The. circle may then 
be widened to take 
in his home, school 
and games; and fi- 
nally the industries 
and manufactures of 
his land, these last 
being treated strict- 
ly with reference 
to their relation to 
his needs. 

A new. development: in visualizing 
foreign countries thru imaginary journeys 
taken by the American child has_ been 
worked out in “The Foods We Eat,” 
“The Clothes We Wear,” and “The 
Houses We Live In,” the three volumes 
of Carpenter's Journey Club Travels, a 
new series of Industrial Readers by Frank 
G. Carpenter and the author of this article. 
In them several new mechanical features 
have been introduced which intensify the 
belief of the child that he is actually ex- 
periencing the various projects himself. 

By the plan of the books, the children 
form themselves into a Journey Club. to 
visit the places from whence come their 
foods, clothing and house materials and 
they adopt a motto “to find out.” Six 
of the club members are mentioned by 








The child must be the focal point 
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name thruout the series, but every child 
who reads the book automatically becomes 
a member of the Club. The text gives the 
stories of their adventures and their inves. 
tigations of the industries that directly 
aftect their daily lives. The club idea js 
popular with children and it is here treated 
in such detail that the teacher has little 
dificulty in carrying it out in the class 
room. Each ofthe 
details of the plan 
above mentioned has 
a definite purpose 
and aids greatly in 
holding the interest 
of the reader. 

Of almost equal 
importance to the 
plan and text of the 
book whose aim is to 
turn a foreign coun- 
try from a pink or 
green patch on the 
map into a real 
place filled with h»- 
man beings just 
like the pupil who 
studies it, is the 
matter of illustra- 
tion. The number 
of pictures and 
drawings should be 
as great as possible— 
one or more to every 
page of text. The 
frequent: use of full 
and half pages, both colored and un- 
colored is effective in making the book 
attractive to children. The character of 
such illustrations is also of vital impor- 
tance; besides following the general rules 
that apply to any illustrative material, 
namely those of simplicity, clarity and 
teaching quality, the pictures for such chil- 
dren’s books must feature children. The 
ideal illustration contains at least one child 
figure, no matter how incidental this may 
be to the subject.. One picture with a 
child in it is worth two without. The 
titles under the illustrations should be com- 
posed with a view to relating them to the 
child traveler and to keeping up the illu- 
sion that the pictures illustrate things the 
child is seeing himself. Every effort should 
be made to give the impression that the 
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pictures have been taken by the child with 
his own camera. 

An illustrative feature of Carpenter’s 
Journey Club Travels that has never be- 
fore been used in books of this kind con- 
sists of a series of more than sixty photo- 
craphs in each of which are shown the six 
children mentioned by name in the text. 
The children’s names are used in the titles 
under the illustrations and thus their per- 
sonalities become even more vivid as ~the 
reader recognizes them again and again in 
the midst of their adventures. -This aids 
materially in making the Journey Club 
live for the young reader and helps him to 
believe that the travels described: in the 
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form that is available for review and for 
reference. It is within the power of every 
school room to have such a museum, the 
only thing needed being a simple set of 
shelves upon which to arrange the exhibits 
modeled or made by the children or 
brought by them from their homes. <A 
wealth of photographic and pictorial ma- 
terial of value in such a connection may be 
found in the modern newspaper and maga- 
zine both in their articles and in their 
extraordinary advertising matter. The 
study of the basic industries lends itself 
particularly to such treatment and in Car- 
penter’s Journey Club Travels, the Mu- 
seum is described in such detail that any

books are actually undertaken by these chil- 
dren whose traveling companion he has be- 
come in his imagination. 

Still another effective device for inten- 
sifying the illusion of actual experience on 
the part of the pupil is that of the Museum 
which we have worked out in detail in 
these books. Maps upon which the child 
may trace his travel routes, clay in which 
to model the objects he sees, and the sand 
table for the representation of whole 
scenes are of the greatest value. But the 
class museum renders an even greater 
service by providing a permanent record of 
the countries and subjects studied in a 


teacher will find it practicable for her own 
class. 

All these devices have the same aim; 
to make the child Jive his geography rather 
than learn it and to so tie it up with his 
own wants and needs that it shall become 
a part of his daily life. By their use the 
child’s interest is awakened and held and 
bv them he is encouraged to teach himself 
to a marked degree. Such books are really 
a series of informal project problems, 
worked out in such detail that they may 
easily be enacted by the child. In them 
he finds none of the irksome labor of the 
old fashioned fact-memorizing methods. 
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The latter often left too great a respon- 
sibility upon the shoulders of the individual 
teacher; they demanded that she supply 
from her own reading and imagination all 
the quickening human interest details 
needed to make the subject live. Today a 
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great part of this responsibility can be lifted 
and the teacher’s task materially lightened 
thru the teaching machinery provided jp 
supplemental readers such as those dis. 
cussed here, and geography can become one 
of the simplest of the teaching problems. 


Evolution in the Schools 


Texas Text Books Have to Be Revised 


N the wake of the late discussion of 

evolution and fundamentalism comes 

the decision of the State of Texas in 
favor of the “Book of Genesis.” ‘The effect 
of this administrative fiat has already been 
felt by two New York publishers of text- 
books, Henry Holt & Company and The 
Macmillan Company, both of whom 
have been requested to alter books on bi- 
ology intended for Texas schools. Altho 
the firm of Allyn and Bacon, also of New 
York, have not as yet been asked to make 
any changes in the text of the firm’s only 
book on biology “New Biology” by Small- 
wood, Reveley and Bailey an agreement 
has been made with the Texas commission 
permitting modifications in the text of any 
textbooks used in Texas. 

The changes requested of Henry Holt & 
Co, by the Texas State Textbook Com- 
mission thru its Subcommittee on Modifi- 


cation of Textbooks on Biology, are to be .-:; 
made in Truman Moon’s “Biology for Be- ~:« 


ginners” and call for the elimination of 
nearly four chapters dealing with the evo- 
lution of man and for the substitution thru- 
out of the word “development” for that of 
“evolution.” A chart showing man as the 
fruit of an evolutionary tree has also been 
deleted. Francis W. Rogers of Henry 
Holt & Company said that the changes had 
been made without consulting the author 
but that all off-standard books would be 
stamped on the fly-leaf “Property of the 
State of Texas” and that there would be 
no danger that they would get into other 
schools. 

The Macmillan Company has made 
slight changes in a textbook on physiology 
and hygiene “Healthful Living” by Jesse 
Feiring Williams, at the request of the 





Texas Sub-committee. Typical of these 
changes are the following: “Animals in ° 
their evolution from lower to higher forms 
of life have increased their power to move 
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Rollin Kirby in the N. Y. World 


about” has been changed to ““Thru the 
many generations of their existence animals 
have increased their power to move about” 
and the statement that “Evolution is 4 
slow and gradual process and the skeleton 
of man is the result of centuries of develop- 
ment now reads, “the skeleton of the 
higher forms of animals represents man} 
centuries of development.” 

“This episode in Texas, with others like 
it” says an editorial in the New York 
Times, “brings authors and publishers 0! 
school textbooks face to face with a prob- 
lem larger than the ordinary commercial 
adaptation of wares to meet the prefer 
ences of customers. Every authority 0” 
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biology knows that to teach it with evolu- 
rion left out is not to teach it at all. 

“Now, an instructor of youth who is truly 
and firmly conscientious hardly can do 
this—hardly can consent to have his name 
on the page of a book essentially mislead- 
ing. Little if any less of obligation to tell 
the whole truth, as well as the truth and 
nothing but the truth, rests on the pub- 
lishers of textbooks. 

‘As Texas wants biologies of a peculiar 
sort, it should both write and print them. 
Mutilated and garbled versions of books 
used elsewhere cannot be a source of satis- 
faction to anybody, and one might expect 
it to be a cause of severe heart-searchings 
on the part of both publishers and authors.” 


Textbook Exhibit at Columbia 
Summer Exhibit 


NIXTY-TWO publishers are repre- 
sented at the fourth annual exhibit of 
text and reference books in the Auxil- 

iary Gymnasium of Columbia University, 
under the supervision of the Columbia 
University Press Bookstore. The Exhibit, 
which opened on June 30th, and which 
will remain open until August 13th, af- 
tords a fine opportunity for the 13,000 sum- 
mer students at Columbia, many of them 
school teachers, to see the various offerings 
of the principal publishing houses. Besides 
the regular display of school books- and 
textbooks, all the way from grade to col- 
lege requirements, there are kindergarten 
supplies, maps and globes, educational pic- 
tures, encyclopedias, magazines and books 
for supplementary reading, all of interest 
to students and teachers. 

. Each publisher has leased a certain space 
in the large room where the Exhibit is 
held. There are rows of tables down the 
center of this room and also around the 
walls. The name of each publisher is dis- 
played over his exhibit. No cash trans- 
actions are permitted to take place here, 
but each publisher has a salesman present 
to take orders and arrange for future de- 
livery of goods. The salesmen, themselves, 
decidedly approve of the Exhibit as a 
method of putting books into the hands of 
those interested in buying, and have found 
that they take many large orders during 
the summer session. 
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The atmosphere of the Exhibit is that 
of a large bookstore, where the visitor may 
browse about at his leisure, inspecting the 
tables of the different publishers. Each 
person entering is asked to register at the 
door, giving also his home address, posi- 
tion and subject in which he is especially 
interested. A daily list of visitors is thus 
furnished to the exhibitors, enabling them 
to keep in touch with these people thruout 
the year. 


Alfred Hartog, manager of the Colum- 
bia University Press Bookstore plans to 
make future Exhibits even larger, as soon 
as more space is available, finally achiev- 
ing something on the order of the book- 
fairs held yearly in Leipzig and other Eu- 
ropean cities. There is also a textbook 
exhibit at Fordham University, this sum- 
mer, and there are several others held in 
universities thruout the country. 


Training for Book Distribution 


HE highly organized technique of 

the educational publishers can offer 

many suggestions to the trade house 
on the care taken in preparing for field 
work. Most trade houses have well- 
organized sessions in connection with the 
spring and fall lists, with several days of 
conference, but few go into the technique 
of presentation so thoroly as is done by the 
educational houses, which have of course 
fewer books but greater stakes in each 
title. 

An interesting example of the kind of 
organized work that is done in this field 
just comes to our office in the form of the 
program of the Fifth Annual Convention 
of the Educational Department of the John 
C. Winston Co., covering a week’s session 
in Philadelphia, June 23-30, with fifty 
present. Each group of books was taken 
up in exact study, closely analyzed, with 
field experiences related. For instance, 
Dr. J. Russell Smith, author of “Human 
Geography,” was present to give an out- 
line of his plan of editing, L. R. Traver 
gave an expert talk on presenting the books 
and a dozen or more field men gave their 
experiences. 

The convention also included many 
pleas-ire trips and an elaborate banquet. 
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HOLD every man a debtor to his profes-

Educational Statistics 


TATISTICS with regard to the 
S school population of the United States 

and the probable consumption of text- 
books have been newly collected and 
studied in this issue by William M.. Rock- 
well. The Publishers’ Weekly has constant 
inquiry for book statistics, and, while there 
are many gaps in the available data which 
ought to be filled up before the tabulations 
can be wholly satisfactory, it is believed 
that valuable service will be done to the 
readers by this careful compilation. The 
1925 census on manufactures, which will 
bring fresh figures on the production of 
books, are not yet available, and it is ex- 
pected that these will be much more help- 
ful and accurate than have similar census 
figures in the past. 

It will be noticed that a most important 
element in the present situation of book 
demand is the rapid increase in the attend- 
ance at high school and college during the 
period since the war. ‘This has steadily 
increased the market for books prepared 
for this field, and the end of the develop- 
ment is not in sight. There has been an 


equally rapid increase in summer school 
attendance. 

With 25% of our total population pay- 
ing systematic attention to study and hav- 
ing need of practical guidance that text- 
books supply, this market is one which must 
steadily increase in volume and _ variety. 
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It is hoped that similar statistics can be 
gathered each year and comparative taby- 
lations developed that will be of importance 
to those who are in the textbook business. 


Making Arithmetic More 
Interesting 
arithmetic — with 


ONNECTING 
children’s own everyday experiences 


has been recognized within the last 
few years as the only way in which to 
motivate pupil activity. The article in this 
week’s issue by Dr. Smith of Columbia 
University discusses what has been done 
and what is now developing along this line. 
For those interested in following up the 
subject the Department of the Interior, 
Bureau of Education, has published a bul- 
letin, “‘Motivation of Arithmetic,” by G. \. 
Wilson, Professor of Education at Boston 
University. In discussing his subject 
Professor Wilson writes: “The leaders for 
at least a generation have accepted the idea 
that the formal subject-matter viewpoint 
is not only inadequate but in many re- 
spects deadening, that the child and his 
interests must become the real center of 
school work, and that the chief problem 
confronting educational leaders is not that 
of working out a better philosophy of edu- 
cation but rather that of selecting the bet- 
ter practices and bringing these to the 
attention of all teachers in such appealing 
form that they may become the basis of 
schoolroom procedure everywhere.” A 
great part of this study is given to illustra- 
tions of motivated work in arithmetic fur- 
nished by 5,000 or more teachers from all 
over the country to the United States 
Bureau of Education. 


The New Spread of Educational 
Functions 


WO subjects much under discussion 

in educational circles are the nursery 
school and adult education, one 
movement extending the period of sys 
tematic education down below the begin- 
ning years of public school education and 
the other extending organized educational 
programs beyond the days of graduation. 
With our city budgets still struggling 
to meet the demands of the regular years 
of grade and high school education, it ma} 
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» some time before the nursery school 
comes a part of the common school pro- 
-am of many communities, but the tenden- 
jes in that direction in modern psychology 
ind pedagogical experiment are working 
that way. Bertrand Russell’s new book 
in “Education and the Good Life” has a 
notable chapter on the Nursery School; 
Columbia has its experimental nursery 
schools; convention platforms and school 
papers keep the subject to the front. As 
statistics accumulate and experience de- 
velops, there will be new literature on 
this subject, books for teachers, for par- 
ents, and practical books of ways and 
means as well as teaching material. 

Expansion beyond the present school years 
means new attention to books and to all 
departments of reading, and, in spite of 
its very formidable title, “Adult Educa- 
tion,’ the movement is taking form in all 
parts of the country. There has been some 
discussion as to whether the schools or 
libraries have the most direct responsibility 
for adult education, but in most cities they 
are working so closely in cooperation that 
this is not a matter of serious difficulty. 
Some libraries have protested that adult 
education is the thing they have always 
been doing, but, if that is the case, they 
are In good shape to analyze their progress 
and to do the same thing even better. 

Certainly systematic reading for broader 
knowledge among adults does not shut out 
diversional and inspirational reading for 
the same individual. Education is not a 
formal thing, as is well understood, but 
the formal program can develop side by 
side with the less formal. 


The Extension Courses 


HE only area of educational activity 

that shows a falling off in enrollinent 

seems to be that of the extension 
course of the university. There seems to 
be becoming a common conviction among 
educational leaders that universities cannot 
be at the same time institutions of learn- 
ing and correspondence schools. Columbia 
University, which had 18,898 extension 
students in’ 1923, has 7,600 this year; 
California showed a decrease from 27,462 
to 15,007; Michigan, a reduction from 
{2,000 to 759. The total for the country 
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This may 


fell from 153,000 to 124,000. 
well signify that, for informal programs 
of personal development, the library is bet- 
ter equipped than the school and that its 
methods are more adjustable to the needs 
of the informal student. 


Illiteracy in the United States 


HE United States is so conscious 

of the merits of its fine public school 

system and of its marvelous develop- 
ments that it is always something of a 
shock to see the figures of illiteracy, tho 
in any estimate of the number of books 
that the country can absorb, either in 
school or out of school, these figures must 
be taken in mind and campaigns to re- 
move illiteracy are not only of vital im- 
portance to the country but are of prac- 
tical interest to producers of books. 

The census of 1920 showed a total of 
confessed illiterates of 5,000,000—to be 
exact, 4,931,905. These had had no 
schooling whatsoever. Of these 3,084,773 
were native born and 1,242,572 were 
native whites. There were 1,340,625 
children between the ages of seven and 
thirteen who were not attending any kind 
of school. As these are merely the figures 
of confessed illiterates, it may be conser- 
vatively estimated that the actual illiteracy 
would be much higher. 

The country has not forgotten that at 
the time of the army tests, which brought 
to light so much surprising information, 
there was an illiterate percentage of 25% 
among 1,500,000 men. The country had 
reduced its percentage of illiteracy by 
more than two-thirds in the half century 
ending with the 1920 census, and the 
United States Bureau of Education has 
very much at heart the full organization 
of the country for a complete stamping out 
of this condition. State by state and 
county by county the progress “is being 
made. The law restricting immigration is 
going to be of real help in the problem, 
while competitive state programs reduce 
the number of native born illiterates. Be- 
fore we can have adult education, we must 
have literacy. If only for economic rea- 
sons, increasing the earning power of the 
average person, the program should be 


pushed thru. 
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An Apology and An Appeal 


T is more than apparent that I, per- 

sonally, owe an apology to several 

members of the trade. Recent letters 
sent to a number of them have been felt 
to be overbearingly dictatorial, not thru 
any intention on the part of this office to 
act as “‘official boss,” but because of a short- 
ness of time and an endeavor to be terse. 
This brevity and a lamentable curtness was 
sufficient to justify a protest on the part of 
the recipients. My apologies are all the 
more real because of the fact that their 
tone is not one that I would relish were I 
at the receiving end. 

With the Clearing House actually oper- 
ating it becomes more necessary for us to 
have the complete cooperation of all of the 
members of the trade—and an understand- 
ing of the motives behind our actions. 
There is surely no necessity for a feeling 
that anyone has to be “dictated to.” <A 
personal talk with several publishers con- 
vinced me that they are fully aware of the 
possibilities and importance of the Clearing 
House—more so, in fact, than a number of 
the booksellers—and are keenly desirous of 
aiding us in trying out ways and means for 
the successful operation of that Center. 
Having practically nothing in the way of 
precedent each step taken has to be care- 
fully tested before it can be adopted and 
many systems and routines have already 
given place to others that are usually 
simpler and less expensive. In order to 
operate this new department we must cast 
about urtil we find the least costly and 
least involved method of procedure. In 
making the various changes we have at 
times made it necessary for New York 
publishers to disrupt their ordinary routine 
at an actual cost in time and money. There 
is no wish on the part of this office, and 
surely none on the part of our members, 
to throw the burden of cost on any individ- 
ual shoulders. The saving that will come 


thru the successful operation of the Center 





will go to the retail outlets. The publish 
ers will also benefit, both in their packing 
and shipping, but the burden of operating 
costs should be carried by the booksellers, 
and of course it will be inasmuch as, afte: 
we have passed thru our childhood diseases, 
we expect to have a full-fledged self-sup- 
porting adult, quite capable of taking cart 
of himself without being subsidized. 

The plan is in its infancy but the service 
which we are now giving has already 
proved beneficial to the forty booksellers 
(and they are among the largest in the 
country) who are using it. One writes t 
say that “We certainly appreciate the wa, 
in which you took care of the books we 
ordered. We received them as quickly as 
we could have from the individual pub- 
lishers at quite a saving. The Clearing 
House should prove highly successful. You 
can count on our unqualified support.” 

In order for it to be given full oppor- 
tunity to prove its worth, we must ask 
the indulgence of those to whom “instruc- 
tions” were so recently “issued.” They 
were not meant to be orders, merely lists 
of steps which we hoped would be taken 
by both branches of the trade. We are 
grateful, indeed, that the many persons 
upon whose cooperation the Clearing 
House depends for success understood the 
real attitude of this office and helped us 
bring the Center thru its first month. 
With their aid we have built up a steadils 
mounting number of orders and_ ship- 
ments—the lines of communication from 
bookseller, to Clearing House, to publish- 
ers, and the set used for the return of the 
books are daily becoming stronger; there 
are fewer rough spots and the service it- 
self has given satisfaction to everyone. — 

There will have to be more changes, 0! 
course, and we hope that in the future, 
the broadcasting of such new routines as 
are established will be regarded as requests 
for further help rather than as orders. 
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National Association Disapproves 
Advisory Plan 


HE Executive Committee of the Na- 
"Teel Association of Book Publishers, 
‘tits meeting on Tuesday, took up for dis- 
cussion in detail the program of the Amer- 
ican Booksellers’ Association for advisory 
service on new books, and, after discussion, 
passed the following resolution: 

RESOLVED, that the Executive Commit- 
tee of the National Association of Book 
Publishers believes that the program for 
the selection of books as outlined in the 
American Booksellers’ Association Bulletin 
is wrong in principle, unwise and imprac- 
tical; that this program should not receive 
support of members of this Association; 
and that copies of this resolution should be 
sent to all members of the National As- 
sociation of Book Publishers and to officers 
of the American Booksellers’ Association. 

The operation of the Clearing House 
was discussed, and it was agreed that in- 


dividual publishers, so far as_ possible, 
ought to cooperate with the Clearing 
House. 


A College Fraternity Library 


ps! UPSILON in the University of 

Washington has lately acquired what 
must be the largest book collection in any 
traternity house in the United States. The 
alumni of the fraternity under the influence 
of Dean David Thomson, director of libe- 
eral arts at the University, purchased for 
the fraternity the entire library of Frederick 
Bausman, former justice of the Washington 
State Supreme Court. The collection con- 
tains 30,000 volumes, including French, 
German, English and American works of 
fiction, belles lettres, and travel as well as 
several valuable original manuscripts and 
many rare old editions. Such a gift is not 
only a great addition to the life of the 
traternity but a great responsibility as well. 
he care and preservation of such a col- 
lection necessitates a feeling of pride and 
care on the part of the members of the 
traternity and also more practically the 
services of a trained librarian. The 
younger generation is again challenged to 
show itself more responsible and more ap- 
preciative of books in their fraternity 
house life than have their predecessors. 


Billy the Kid 


HE committee of the Book-of-the 

Month-Club have stamped another of 
this season’s books with the mark of their 
approval and this month the subscribers to 
the club will receive as an addition to their 
bookshelves “The Saga of Billy the Kid” 
by Walter Noble Burns and published by 
Doubleday, Page & Company. There is 
something of a contrast in this fictional his- 
tory of one of America’s most remarkable 
“bad men” to the previous selections: 
Sylvia Townsend Warner’s fantastic 
“Lolly Willowes,” Stribling’s more seri- 
ous novel of the Tennessee hills, “Teef- 
tallow,” and the fascinating story of the 
days of hoop skirts and bustles, “O Gen- 
teel Lady,” a first novel by Esther L. 
Forbes, in which the heroine meets such 
literary lights as George Eliot, Tennyson, 
and the Brownings. And now comes the 
fourth ‘selection—the story of a man with 
“a genius for depopulation” who lived 
twenty-one years and in that time boasted 
that he had killed twenty-one men “not 
counting Mexicans and Indians.” In this 
tale we find nothing of the refinement of 
literature or of genteel ladies, but the au- 
thor, long a student of American frontier 
life, gives us a stirring account of the 
adventures of this daring youth and of the 
so-called Lincoln County war in which he 
participated. The fare of the members of 
the club is indeed varied!

Attorney Asks Aid of Critics

HE Chicago book-trade is awaiting 

with great interest an innovation in 

book prosecutions which may be in- 
augurated in the near future. Assistant 
State’s Attorney Frank Peska has an- 
nounced his intention of selecting an ad- 
visory board of critics to guide the state 
in prosecutions of booksellers charged with 
selling works alleged to be obscene. If 
the plan proposed is successful, it may be 
retained as a regular adjunct to the prose- 
cutor’s office in Chicago. 

A short time ago, Judge Howard Hayes 
in the Municipal court dismissed two 
booksellers charged with possessing a num- 
ber of volumes of erotica. The evidence 
was suppressed because the seizure was 
made with an invalid search warrant. How- 
ever, Judge Hayes impounded the books 
which were confiscated on complaint of 
the Illinois Vigilance Association. The 
books are now resting in the vaults of the 
Municipal court pending the decision of 
Attorney Peska who has charge of vice 
suppression in the county. 

Mr. Peska, a leading lawyer and the 

author of a valuable legal work, was the 
originator of the plan providing for a com- 
mittee of advisors, which will have no legal 
standing but will act as an informal body 
to assist the state’s attorney. Confronted 
with the task of examining some dozen 
books taken in raids on two bookstores, 
Mr. Peska has decided to invite three 
prominent Chicago critics to assist him in 
his task. 
“I am a lawyer and not an expert in 
literary criticism,” said Mr. Peska in ex- 
plaining his attitude and in outlining his 
new plan. “It is my intention to confer 
with these three gentlemen, who will be 
well fitted to judge the books, and after 
they have returned a report, to act upon 
their suggestions. 

“The cases against the dealers have been 
dismissed, and with the final order of 


court, my part as prosecutor ends. How- 
ever, the judge has left the disposal of the 
confiscated books to my discretion. In 
this case, as in all similar cases, both the 
interests of the public and the interests of 
the bookseller must be taken into considera- 
tion. While it is my duty to guard the 
public morals from all forms of vicious 
literature, I must also see that innocent 
dealers receive fair treatment. 

“It is for this reason that I have de- 
cided to invite three critics to make a re- 
port on the impounded books to me. ‘The 
three men will be well known, of recog- 
nized ability, and will have the confidence 
of the community.” 

It is believed that it is the first time in 
the varied history of book prosecution in 
Chicago that the advice of literary men 
has been sought in determining the nature 
of books seized by vice crusaders, That 
the innovation will be welcomed by all 
friends of literature in the city is certain, 
for the proposed proceeding is undoubtedly 
a step forward from the present procedure 
in book prosecutions. 

One attorney has pointed out that the 
opinion rendered by the judges and accepted 
by the state’s attorney may be of prime im- 
portance in that it establishes a criterion 
for future cases, or officially blacklists cer- 
tain works, while others are accepted by 
the state officials as having a certain liter- 
ary value. Altho the Illinois law on the 
question is a little hazy, some authorities 
state that if the state’s attorney declares a 
book intrinsically obscene and not fit for 
sale, any persons exercising police power 
may destroy a copy of the work on sight. 
Other Chicago lawyers deny this possi- 
bility. 

Those who have watched the antics of 
professional Puritans in their almost fana- 
tical persecution of Chicago bookselless de- 
clare that if the plan is carried out, it may 
point the way to certain much needed legis- 
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lative reforms which have been desired by 
the Illinois book-trade. for a long time 
past. At present, the statutes are a strong 
weapon in the hands of overzealous re- 
formers and a poor protection for the hon- 
est bookman. 

The present law provides fine or impris- 
onment for a person possessing indecent 
literature, and evidence of a sale is not 
essential for conviction. A prominent Chi- 
cagoan, the head of one of the great law 
enforcement organizations, recently brought 
out the fact that many books seized in 
raids are not intrinsically immoral, but 
become so only on their sale to immature or 
irresponsible purchasers. An amendment 
to the existing statute which would pro- 
vide grounds for prosecution only on evi- 
dence of an illegal sale would be agreeable 
to the majority of booksellers as well as 
to the intelligent policing agencies. 

Mrs. Marcella Burns Hahner, head of 
the book section of Marshall Field & Co., 
in giving her opinion on the proposed plan 
of an advisory board, stated that she be- 
lieved the proposal to be an excellent one, 
fair both to the public and to the book- 
seller. Mrs. Hahner said that she was 
sure that the verdict of the judges would 
be fair and unbiased. 

The plan was also commended by Col. 
Henry Barrett Chamberlin, operating di- 
rector of the Chicago Crime Commission, 
whose organization has been doing fine 
constructive work for the prevention of 
crime in Chicago for many years. 


“T think that the press should be given 
the greatest possible liberty,” said Col. 
Chamberlin, “and I favor sane methods 
for law enforcement. At least, a trial 
should be given Mr. Peska’s proposal, and 
if the judges he selects are men of high 
standing in the community and of emi- 
nence in the literary world, I am sure that 
the new plan will prove itself satisfactory.” 


Mr. Peska will announce his judges 
soon, and the first work of the new board 
will be to examine and give an opinion 
on the following works: “The Art of 
Love,” “Memoirs of Casanova,” “Frigid- 
ity in Women,” “Venus in Furs,” “Sex 
Life,” “The Decameron,” “Droll Stories” 
by Balzac, the works of Rabelais, “Fanta- 
zius Mallare,” “Rational Sex Ethics,” and 
a German work “Zittengeschite.”

New System Sought for Teaching 
History 
AFIER conferring in Atlantic City with 


other organizations the American His 
torical Association recently announced that 
plans are being made to reorganize the 
whole scheme of history teaching in schools 
thruout the country. 

Professor A. C. Krey of the Universit, 
of Minnesota, Chairman of the associa- 
tion’s Committee on History Teaching in 
the Schools, said a nationwide preliminary 
survey of conditions would be made this 
summer and in the fall with the aid of 
an appropriation of $10,000 from the 
Commonwealth Fund. The committee, he 
said, expected to present to the Executive 
Council at a meeting in Rochester, N. Y., 
in next December, “a plan for thoro study 
of what the schools can do to prepare our 
prospective citizens to meet the increasingly 
complex problems of their own land and 
of the world—in short, of life in general.” 

“The American Legion has sanctioned 
the preparation of a history textbook for 
the schools, and the American Federation 
of Labor has had like effort under con- 
sideration,’ Professor Krey added. Other 
groups, including the bankers, are display- 
ing keen interest in the problem. 

“There is a disposition in every quarter 
to be fair. The country wants the facts, 
and the American Historical Association 
purposes to clear the way for an intelli- 
gent approach to the whole situation.’

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\IAGNIFICENT literary enterprise, 
says the London Observer, is approach- 
ing completion. It is the reproduction in 
facsimile of one of the most glorious and 
romantic of all medizval illuminated manu- 
scripts. “This is the treasure of Heidelberg, 
the “Manesse Manuscript,” containing 
the poetry of the German minstrels— 
Walther von der Vogelweide, Hartmann, 
and over a hundred more. The pictures 
illustrate the whole medieval life of Ger- 
many, and these, with the illuminated in- 
itial letters, are reproduced in all the beauty 
of the original colors heightened by gold 
and silver. There will be only 300 copies 
for sale. 


AMSAY MACDONALD, late pre- 

mier of England, 1s among the dis- 
tinguished men of England who have signed 
a letter suggesting that a memorial to 
William Blake, poet and engraver, be 
placed in St. Paul’s Cathedral. On 
August 12, exactly one hundred years ago, 
Blake died. For many years Blake’s 
burial place remained unknown, and it was 
not until the present century was well ad- 
vanced that it was located under an as- 
phalt footpath in Bunhill Fields, where 
that other mystic and visionary, John 
Bunyan, also rests. There is nothing there 
to indicate the spot, but the memorial in 
St. Paul’s will provide a tribute that is 
long overdue to one who was among the 


great imaginative artists England has pro- 
duced. 


HE American Historical Association 

last week announced the permanent or- 
ganization of historians of nineteen nations 
into the International Committee of His- 
torical Sciences, whose aim is to advance 
historical scholarship. A contribution of 
425,000 from the Laura Spellman Rocke- 
feller Memorial made possible the imme- 
diate organization of the historians, a pro- 
Ject fostered since the Brussels Congress 
of 1923. The first congress of the inter- 
national body will be held in Oslo in 1928, 
the second probably in Warsaw in 1933, 
and others at five-year intervals. The 
new committee is already planning publi- 
cation of a yearbook of historical bibliog- 
raphy, proposed by J. Franklin Jameson, 
of the Carnegie Instituion in Washington. 
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ENT of London have in preparation a 

volume containing the hitherto unpub- 
lished stories, and the full-length play, 
“The Contaminated Family” by Tolstoy, 
which have only recently been printed in 
Russian from the original manuscripts. 
The twelve stories, which have been trans- 
lated by C. J. Hogarth and Lydia Turin, 
range over practically the whole of Tol- 
stoy’s literary career, They were given 
by the daughter whom he had made his 
literary executor to a close personal 
friend of the family for production by the 
publishing house in Moscow of which, un- 
til its suppression by the Soviet author- 
ities, that friend was head. Publication 
in Russia was impossible, but the Russian 
text has now been issued in Paris for the 
benefit of the Russian Society for the 
Diffusion of Tolstoy’s Works. 


FULL report of Columbus’s last voy- 

age, with a roster of his crews, their 
salaries and all incidents of the trip, is 
contained in manuscripts brought to New 
Orleans recently by Dr. Rudolph Schuler, 
archaeologist, from Central America. Dr. 
Schuler is in New Orleans at Tulane 
University, hoping to enlist support in the 
publication of his discoveries. He claims 
to have unearthed unpublished accounts of 
Columbus’s last voyage to America, to- 
gether with a history of the survivors of 
the expedition, while delving into ancient 
Central American and Spanish archives. 
Before engaging in Latin-American re- 
search, Dr. Schuler spent many years in 
archaeological work in Greece and Rome. 
Acting as scientific adviser, he accompanied 
Theodore Roosevelt when the former 
president made his famous trip thru the 
heart of the Brazilian jungles.
